priations  will  be  as  wisely  made  by  a 
body  of  representative  men  from 
wards  as  in  a  public  meeting  where 
not  more  than  two  hundred  cut  of 
sixteen  hundred  voters  are  present. 
Should  the  law  be  adopted  there  will 
no  doubt  l>e  four  wards,  with  two 
councilmen  from  each  ward.  These 
with  one  to  be  elected  at  large  will 
make  nine  councilmen  in  all.  The 
question  to  l»e  decided  is  whether 
these  nine  men  representing  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  township  are  not  more 
competent  to  make  appropriations 
than  two  hundred  men  gathered  at 
random,  mostly  from  the  centre  of  the 
town.  The  nomination  and  election 
of  councilmen  will  also  be  made  by 
the  voters  in  each  ward,  not  by  a  gen 
ejral  primary  acting  for  them. 

OthertmpOrtaut  provisions  are  con¬ 
tained  in  the  law.  Police  powers  are 
given  to  the  council.  These  give 
authority  to  prevent  vagranev,  to

The  New  Township  Law. 

The  proposed  change  in  the  method  of 
township  government,  a  question  on  which 
a  special  eleetion  has  been  asked  for  by  a 
number  of  taxpayers,  cam*  up  for  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  Town  t'ommittee  meeting  on 
Wednesdayjnlght.  Mr.  Farrand. -who  was 
not  present  the  night  the  petition  was 
presented,  took  up  the  document  and 
'  after  scanning  It  over  doubted  Its  legality, 
as  there  were  names  on  it  representing 
men  who  did  not  pay  any  taxes.  Tills 
reflection  on  the  character  of  the  men 
who  obtained  the  signatures  did  not 
lessen  iu  importance  in  the  estimation  of 
the  other  members  of  the  committee. 
The  law  only  requires  fifty  signatures 
and  as  the  petition  contained  over  one 
hundred  and  thirty,  the  possibility  that  a 
few  might  npt  be  tax v avers  Mas  not  con¬ 
strued  by  Mr.  Farrand  s  colleagues  as  an 
attempt  to  impose  a  fr.iud  on  them  Mr. 
Farrand  deprecate. I  the  absence  of  prom¬ 
inent  men  Hi  the  town  from  the  position 
ami  •mumera'»*l  several.  In  view  of  the 
fnel  that  the  law  makes  no  Oistinelion  iu 
the  social  aud  tbiancial  standing  of  resi¬ 
dent  fiecl  olders.  this  second  objection  of 
Mr  Karrand's  met  with  no  pore  seiious 
consideration  than  the  tii>t.  Th&-v.eu- 
inittee  w.*rr  not  di4p.>H».|  to  p‘ge<>n-hole 
the  matter.  A  discussion  of  its  practical 
workings  «a>  entered  into  with  much 
earue-itueis.  T  »e  Towii  I'u  mscl.  who  was 
presem  and  who  ap|Yeaied  to  ha\e  given 
the  matter  considerable  attention,  was 
p  ied  with  Intentions.  That  the  proposed 
system  posse**.*.!  superior  advantages 
over  the  qireatMit  was  conceded.  The 
tntnaluctlon  of  an  orllnan«*e  was  in  order 
Mr.  t'.KYk  was  willing  to  offer  the  resolu¬ 
tion  but  as  lila  colleague.  Mr.  Farrand. 
would  oppose  it,  he  deferred  the  matter. 
It  was  lh*n  decided  to  request  the  Town 
Counsal  u»  prep.tr*  a  digtsd  of  the  law 
and  brtog  It  befoie  a  special  meeting  <»f
